BOOK  REVISIT 


Liscio,  Mary  Ann.  A  Guide  to  Colleges  for  Learning  Disabled 
Students.  Rev.  ed.  Orlando,  FL,  Academic  Press,  1986. 
423p.  $26.95  pap.  LC  85-48291.  ISBN  0-12-452244-0. 


A  Guide  to  Colleges  for  Learning  Disabled  Students,  rev. 
ed. ,  is  an  excellent  reference  source  that  parents, 
teachers,  and  counselors  of  learning  disabled  students,  as 
well  as  librarians,  should  be  familiar  with.  The  guide 
provides  an  overview  of  2-  and  4-  year  accredited  colleges 
in  the  U.S.  that  have  indicated  specific  services  and 
arrangements  for  learning  disabled  students. 

Two  major  sections  make  up  this  guide:  4-  Year  Colleges 
and  2-  Year  Colleges.  Each  section  is  arranged 
alphabetically  by  state  and  then  by  college.  Information 
on  each  college  is  presented  in  a  clear  and  concise  outline 
form. 

Data  included  with  each  listing  is  college 
identification  data  (name,  address,  phone  number),  key 
contact  person,  size  of  school,  application  deadlines, 
approximate  tuition  fees,  approximate  room  and  board  fees, 
requirements  for  admission,  general  campus  data  for 
disabled  students,  additional  services  offered  (i.e. 
services  to  the  handicapped),  modifications  to  traditional 
learning  environment  (i.e.  use  of  tape  recorders  and 
extended  time  required  for  exams),  and  majors  offered. 

This  guide  provides  complete  information  to  aid  the 
learning  disabled  student  in  finding  a  college  suited  for 
his/her  needs.  Recommended.
